WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Soviet 
Russia, transformed by assured suc- 
cess of its leadership at home, is no 
longer fired by the missionary zeal 
which led its agents and emissaries 
during the first months of its exist- 
ence to preach world-wide revolu- 


tion. Ludwig Martens, self-styled 
ambassador from that country, to- 
day told a Senate Committee. 

The soviet republic, at present. 
Martens said, “does not care about 
what kind of government other peo- 
ple have,“ and has indulged in gen- 
eral revolutionary propaganda only 
“when it was on the defensive and 
hard pressed by nations which had 
armies in the field against it.“ To- 
because it is “strong enough to 
fight the world,” it has abandoned, 
he added, principles’ first promul- 
gated to the effect that it can be 
maintained only by destruction of 
other governments which recognize 
property rights and capitalistic or- 
ganization.

Marconi is Trying to Find Out 


{HY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, Tuesday, Jan. 27.—-Interruptions of the Marconi wire- 
less instruments by mysterious, undecipherable signals are featured 
in the Daily Mail today and discussed by Marconi in an interview. 

“We occasionally get queer sounds and indications, which might 
come from somewhere outside the earth,” said Marconi. “The 
Morse signal letters occur with much greater frequency than oth- 
ers, but we have never picked up anything that could be translated. 

“The fact that the signals have occurred simultaneously at New 
York and London with identical intensity seems to indicate they 
must have originated at a very great distance. We have not the 
slightest proof of their origin. They might be due to some natural 
disturbance at a great distance—-for instance, an eruption of the 
sun, causing electrical disturbances.” . 

Asked if possibly attempts were being made by another planet 
to communicate, Marconi said: 

“I would not rule out the possibility of this, but there is no 
proof.

GERMAN MINISTER IS SHOT. 


BERLIN. Jan. 26.—Mathias Erz- 
berger, the Minister of Finance, was 
slightly wounded in the shoulder by 
a shot fired at him today, as he was 
leaving the criminal courts bullding 
after a hearing in the Helfferich 
libel suit. 

His assailant, who gave his name 
as Oltwig von Hirschfeld, 20 years 
old, a former cadet officer, was ar- 
rested. and taken to a police station. 
His father ts a bank official. 

Herr Erzberger was conversing 
with his solicitor, Dr. Friedlander, 
when his assailant, a well-dressed 
young man, approached and fired a 
revolver at him. 
Dr. Friedlander sprang at the 
youth, who at the same moment 
fired a second shot, which hit Herr 
Erzberger in the region of the 
stomach, but glanced off his watch 
chain and a button. 

Herr Erzberger staggered into his 
motor car, which was waiting to 
take him home, and drove off at 
full speed.

Mathias Erzberger, for many years 
leader of the German Center party, 
is one of the most prominent figures 
in German public life. During the 
war he was a strong supporter of 
the government in gerieral, but be- 
cause of his activities with regard 
to the Reichstag peace move in 
July, 1917. Dr. Karl Helfferich. 
former vice-Chancelior, accused Herr 
Erzberger of high treason. 

He was a member of the German 
armistice delegation sent to Marshal 
Foch’s headquarters and continued 
acting for Germany in various nego- 
tiations over the armistice terms 
after the truce had gone into effect. 
When the peace treaty was submitted 
to the Allies he favored the signing 
of it by Germany. 

When the Bauer Cabinet was 
formed in June, 1919, Herr Erz- 
berger was appointed vice-Premier 
and Minister of Finance. 

When arrested, Von Hirschfeld de- 
clared he considered Erzberger dan- 
gerous to the empire.

Approves Measure. 


Army Reorganization Bill is 
avorably Re ported. 


Kenyon Americanization Bill 
Passed by Senate.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.— By a 
vote of 9 to 5 the Senate Military 
Committee today approved provi- 
sions providing for compulsory mi- 
tary training for boys between 18 
and 21 years, inclusive, and ordered 
a favorable report upon the army 
reor ganisation bill. 

The compulsory military training 
provision which fixes the training at 
four months, was opposed in the 
committee by Senators Lenroot, 
Wisconsin, and Capper, Kansas, Re- 
publicans, and Senators McKellar 
of Tennessee, Sheppard of Texas, 
and Kirby of Arkansas, Democrats. 
Senators Wadsworth, New York, 
Warren, Wyoming, Sutherland, West 
Virginia, New, Indiana, Frelinghuy- 
sen, New Jersey; Knox, Pennsy!- 
vania, and Spencer, Miseourt, Re- 
publicans, and Chamberlain, Oregon, 
and Thomas, Colorado, Democrats, 
supported it. Senator McKellar an- 
nounced that he would submit a 
minority report. 

upon, the bill ie virtu- 
ally the same as reported by the 
subcommittee, but is radically dif- 
ferent from the reorganization Dill 
submitted by the War Department. 
Besides establishing compulsory 
military training, the bill provides

To 
accommodate the reserve force, 
reservation is made for an annual 
reduction of 6 per cent. in the en- 
listed strength of the Regular Army, 
and 2 per cent. in the number 
enlisted officers for the first five 
years, This will mean, Chairman 
Wadsworth explained, that after 
five years the Regular Army will be 
reduced by 70,000 men and 1800 
officers, which will greatly decrease 
the cost of maintaining the mili- 
tary establishment. 

DEPENDENCY ACT APPLIES. 

The bill also would place all 
youths who have undergone the 
four months’ training on the reserve 
list to be subject to two weeks’ 
training annually. Under an amend- 
ment dependents of such youths 
during training would receive an al- 
lowance the same as now provided 
under the War Risk Insurance Act.

AIR ROUTES HAVE BEEN 
MAPPED OUT IN INDIA AND 
AFRICA FROM ENGLAND.

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—A giant 
Caproni plane being constructed 
near Milan to carry 100 passengers 
was discussed today by Augustus A. 
Post, before the State Aviation Com- 
mission. Mr. Post recently returned 
from Europe, where he was sent by 
the Aero Club to study aviation. 

In England, France Italy and Bel- 
gium, he declared, “aviation is much 
further advanced than in the United 
States.” | 

The Caproni will be ready for 
trials in a short time, he declared. 
It is driven by motors which have 
3000 horse power, and is only one 
of the spacious models of passenger 
planes being built for extensive air 
transportation lines in Europe.

“It was Henry James,“ he said, 
“who lifted us out of the slough ot 
realism for its own sake, and it was 
Joseph Conrad who brought us tv 
our present situation in novel-writ- 
— a combination of romance and 
realism.“ 

Of Kipling, Mr. Walpole said: 
“Kipling observes chiefly the physi- 
cal aspect of life, and his aim seems 
to be to translate life onto paper in 
the fewest possible words, while the 
ambition of Henry James seems to 
have been to translate life onto pa- 
per in the most possible words.” 

Of the writers among women, Mr. 
Walpole places May Sinclair in the 
lead of fictionists, “count- 
ing.” he said, “Edith Wharton as an 
American.” 

Of Joseph Conrad, Mr. Walpole 
could speak freely in the highest 
terms, as of Thomas Hardy. Wells, 
Bennett and Galeworthy were each 
“put in his place” with a few concise 
words. The Ebell Club was filled 
to its capacity to hear Mr. Walpole, 
whom Mrs. Mathews Robertson pre- 
sented in a manner adequate to the 
distinction of the speaker.

IMPERIAL LAND CASE 
RULING IS REVERSED. 


— — 


In an opinion handed down yes- 
terday by Judge Trippet of the U. 
. District Court, 160 acres in Im- 
perial Valley, which has been in 
litigation twelve years, is adjudged 
the property of Miss Ethel Hart, 
who located on the land in February, 
1906. 
The decision reversés the ruling 
of the local Land Office officials and 
of the assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior and upholds a decision by the 
assistant secretary of the General 
Land Office. This is said to be the 
first Federal court decision covering 
certain land situations arising from 
the resurvey under the government 
act of 1902, and the preference rights 
= under the government. act of 
The land in question is located 
about three miles east of Brawley. 
It has been planted to corn, mile 
maize and cotton and is valued at 
$200 or more per acre. The plaintiff 
was represented by George H. B. 
Shaw and Hunsaker and Britt. The 
defendant, Joseph W. Cox, was rep- 
resented by M. W. Conkling of E: 
Centro. 
Miss Hart located on the land ir 
February, 1906, under the Deser: 
‘Zand Act and made improvements 
in the way of leveling, ditching and 
1 barley. Mr. Cox went on 
land in November, 1906. Both 
made applications for patent within 
the prescribed ninety days after the 
approval of the resurvey in 1908. 
The case waa tried before the lo- 
cal Land Office and a decision was 
given in favor of Mr. Cox. The 
Case was appealed to the General 
Land Office and, on September 12, 
1912, the assistant commissioner 
reversed the ruling of the local of- 
fice and gave the land to Miss Hart. 
Later, upon further appeal, the as- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior re- 
versed the ruling of the General 
Land Offite and decided in favor of 
Mr. Cox. Following this decision 
patents were issued to Mr. Cox. 
Judge Trippet's decision is that the 
General Land office decision was qor- 
rect and that the assistant Secretary 
of the Interior was wrong. 
Judge Trippet, in his opinion, says 
that the resurvey act of 1902 
recognized that the survey of 1856 
was of no practical use and that 
the lands were for all practical pur- 
poses unsurveyed lands.

The normal flow of the lower Colorado 
River is capable of irrigating about 750,000 
acres, a figure so closely approached by 
areas now under cultivation in Impertal 
Valley, Palo Verde Valley ahd Yuma Val- 
ley that a diversion weir is an absolute 
necessity to insure a proper supply. In 
fact, for several years the entire flow of 
the river has been divertéd during low pe- 
riods. Furthermore, there has been a pro- 


; gressive lowering of the river bed since 


1908, when the stream left its old course 
and adopted the Bee channel as an outlet, 
so that quantities of a given magnitude 
would pass the Imperial heading several 
feet lower than formerly were it not for 
the weir. 

It appears, therefore. that the necessity 
for a weir springs from causes which are 
beyond the control of Imperial Valley, viz: 
an increase in frrigable area in other com- 
munities as well as in its own, and retro- 
gression of levels in the stream due. to 
nature’s change in its course.

As the weir has been in place during 
several seasons since 1910 it would seem 
that an examination of the records by those 
properly qualified could determine whether 
or not the Yuma interests are endangered 
by its renewal. In December, 1906, a flood 
of 55,000 second feet passed Yuma with a 
gauge height of 127 feet. At that date the 


river was following its old course to the 


Gulf of California and no weir existed. 
During the winter of, 1918-19 a flood of sim- 
Har volume passed at about 122 feet on the 
Yuma gague. At this time thefe was a 
weir several feet high at Hanlon Heading, 
yet the flood was nearly five feet lower 
than one of the same magnitude twelv 
years earlier. 

It is clear from these figures that ff the 
weir is raising gauge heights some other 
agency decidedly more potent is lowering 
them, the net result being advantageous to 
Yuma, rather than the reverse. The ques- 
tion of river hydraulies is 80 complicated 
and the factors influencing gauge heights 
so diverse that the important weir question 
should be determined from the investiga- 
tions and conclusions of engineers rather 
than by popular opinion or clamor. 

Pending the consummation of the greater 
conservation project there can be no doubt 


as to the wisdom of taking the most effec- 


tive possible protective measures. Impe- 
rial Valley landowners vigorously oppose 
such projects as the all-American canal be- 


cause such great expenditures are not jus- 


tifled as protective works and because they 
do not provide any additional water supply. 

All of the Colorado River Waters at low- 
water periods are used and néeded by the 
lands now under irrigating systems. It is 
folly to undertake to bring a large area of 
additional land under cultivation by means 
of diversion canals without providing for 
more water. It is tackling the problem at 
the wrong end, like adding to the top- 
heavy superstructure of a building without 
strengthening its foundation. 

Extension and improvement of the diver 
sion and distributing systems on a big scale 
will necessarily follow when all the waters 
of the Colorado River have been Harnessed 
and made available. The Colorado project 
as a whole is one to arouse the enthusiasm 
of engineers and, in fact, of all who are 
interested in the wealth and productivity 
of the nation. Su show it to be en- 
tirely feasible from an engineering stand- 
point. Its cost would be very small com- 
pared with the direct benefits. , 

The Colorado River p will perma- 
nently remove all danger of flood or short- 
age from lands now under irrigation. It 
will provide water to make uctive 


1,000,000 or more acres of additional land. 


It will develop more hydroelectric energy 
than all the developed projécts west of the 
Rocky Mountains combihed. The over-

It is “probable that no one enterprise

The tremendous value of ft can 
hardly be conjectured, and everyone hav- 
ing am interest in the prosperity of this 
part of the country should take a personal 
part in promoting this def@lopment. —

JAIL REFORMS. 


Says Only Meals Eaten will be 
Charged to County. 


Letters to Dodge. 


Sheriff has not Yet Filed 
Reply to Accusers. 


Deciaring that hereafter there 
must be a change in the manner of 
serving meals to jail guards at the 
County Jail, Sheriff Cline yesterday 


inaugurated a policy of economy in 
the institution’s kitchen. He inti- 


mated that certain other changes 
might follow. 
Asserting that he expects to win 
in the accusation for removal 
brought against him by the Board 
of Supervisors, the Sheriff said that 
at the same time that he will insist 
on a close check being kept on 
meals served to jailers. The Sheriff 
is allowed a certain sum by the 
county for each meal served to a 
guard who is required to be on duty 
at the jail.
